In these days of rapid tran sp o rta­ 
tion, high prices, and general well­ 
being, it may be of interest to look 
a t a picture of Missouri’s governm en­ 
tal dagnitaries as they acted ami liv­ 
id a hundred years 
ago 
when 
St. 
(’harles proudly boasted of being the 
seat of government of the new state. 
Such a scene is here depicted. 
“ Most of the members of the first 
Legislature, as well as the Governot 
and other high dignitaries, 
rode 
to 
St. Charles on horseback, and the i 
horses were kept during the session 
by Mr, Archibald W atson, a farm er 
who lived a 
few 
miles 
below St 
Charles on ‘the point’. 
The members 
boarded at private houses, and at tin 
few hotels that w ere in town at the 
time, at the rate of $2.50 per week 
The rem uneration proved to be 
in- 
ufticient, and those w'ho kept board­ 
ing 
houses 
generally 
lost money. 
U riah J. Devore, who boarded a num 
her of the members, lost everything 
he had. 
Pork was w orth 1 xk cents 
per pound; vension ham s, 25 
cents 
each; eggs, 5 cents |>er dozen; honey, 
5 cents a gallon; and coffee, $1 
per 
pound. 
Sugar was not in the m arket, 
and those who drank coffee sweeten 
ed it with honey. 
Some of the mem 
liio s were rough characters, and they 
all dressed in prim itive style, eithei 
in homespun and home-made clothes 
X or in buckskin loggias and 
hunting 
P -h its. 
Some 
wore trough shoes 
of 
their own m anufacture, while others 
encased their feet in buckskin mocca­ 
sins. 
Some had slouched 
hats, but 
the greater portion wore caps made 
of the skins of wild cats or raccoons 
Governor McNair was the only man 
who had a fine cloth coat, and 
that 
was cut in the old ‘pigeon-tail style 
He also wore a beaver hat, anti en­ 
deavored to carry him self with 
th< 
daginity becoming a m an in his posi­ 
tion.”

The aroma strawberry of Missouri 
has a reputation in all the principal 
markets of the country, and 
many 
ars find their way into Canada each 
yera. 
For the last five years the sup­ 
ply of this product ha- not approach- 
d the demand. 
The average cost of growing, piek- 
ng, packring ami purchasing of con­ 
tainers is around $1.75 per 24-quart 
•rate. This figure was divulged after 
t careful study of experimental sta­ 
tion records. 
The freight on board 
hipping price ranges from $2.25 to 
<6 per crate, with an average foT five 
years of $3.50. 
While the average for the State 
is 65 to 70 crates per 
acre, 
better 
growers are producing from 
100 to 
200 crates an acre, thus cutting down 
•reduction cosst and increasing their 
tveragea, according to Damall.

WRECK OF JEANETTE CAUSED 
W ll NDSEN S POLAR FLIGHTS

Seattle, November 20.—Arctic nav 
gators returning here 
from 
their 
summer excursions into the North by 
v\ ay of Bering Strait recall that th< 
wreck of the Jeanette originated the 
aspiration for the latest attem pt of 
Captain Ronald Amunsdt n to float a 
vessel across, or near, the North Pole 
Commanded by St. George Wash 
ington de Long, U. S. N., the Jean 
ette moved into the Arctic through 
Bering S trait in 1879, and afte rpass- 
ng Wrangell Island was locked 
in 
oe. She crumpled and sank June 13, 
1881, after 22 months in the pack. 
Part oi her crew perished in strug 
gling over the ice to the mouth of th< 
Lena River, in Siberia, and more died 
in trying to find a human habitation. 
One of the survivors was Ch.ef En­ 
gineer George W. Melville, who latei 
became an admiral. 
Thre e years after the crumpling, 
casks from the Jeanette were found 
m the coast of Greenland, giving evi­ 
dence they had passed across 
the 
Arctic ocean. 
Amundsen’s first 
drifting exploit 
was in the Gjoa to make the west­ 
ward passage of the 
Arctic 
above 
North America. 
He completed 
the 
Voyage in 1906. 
Next in the Fram, 
he went to the other end of the earth, 
discovering the South Pole, Decem­ 
ber 16, 1911. 
The explorer again started for the 
North in 1922, this time in the Maud, 
propelled by crude oil and sails. While 
away he mado two attem pts to reach 
the Pole by air. 
In the summer of 
1923, a plane, which he had 
carried 
with him, wrecked its landing gear 
in trying to rise at Wainwright. 
On May 21 1925, Amunsden 
and 
five others hopped off in two planes 
from the 
Spitzenbergen 
Islands to 
fly over the Pole. 
The six returned 
June 18 in one of the planes the oth­ 
er having been 
wrecked 
150 miles 
from the pole. 
Amunsden, now 53, is preparing to 
reach the North Pole in a dirigible.

PROBATE COURT NEWS 


Last year William Janes of Paris, 
who buys walnut logs for a Chicago 
firm, traveled 26,000 miles in quest

and. 
He went as far east as Phila­ 
delphia, going over into New Jersey 
and Maryland, and as far north as 
Minnesota. 
He says the supply of 
•walnut is being rapidly exhausted and 
th at the west has been 
practically 
stripped already that left being orna­ 
mental trees in the older communities 
of the east.—Paris Mercury. 


New York, November 19.—A sur­ 
gical operation for tuberculosis 
of 
the lungs which was reported to have 
effected “practical cures” in 34 per 
cent of the cases was described to- 
lay at the New 
York 
tuberculosis 
and health conference. 
It was an­ 
nounced also that New 5 ork health 
department authorities expected soon 
to make available a vaccine for tu ­ 
berculosis originate d in Paris at the 
Pasteur Institute, and that good re­ 
sults were being obtained 
in 
this 
country by a sun treatment, develop­ 
ed in Switzerland, for tuberculosis of 
the boms, joint» and glands. 
The conference is being attended by 
national, state and local health 
au­ 
thorities and by physicians and nurs­ 
es engaged in public health work. 
Dr. Edward W .Archibald, profess­ 
or of surgery at McGill University, 
Montreal, explained an operation toi 
the 
treatm ent 
of 
tuberculosis 
in 
which the surgeon cuts away p rtions 
of the ribs on one side of the body, al­ 
lowing the other ribs to sag inward 
and compress the cavities left in the 
lungs by the ravages of the disease. 
By compressing 
these 
cavities the 
lungs are permitted to rest and de­ 
velop a resistance to the 
tubercle 
bacilli, which enables the body 
ap­ 
parently to throw >ff the disense in 
a large percentage of selected cases, 
he said. 
He claimed favorable rsults 
in 70 per cent of the cases and “prac­ 
tical cures”, in which the patients 
had been free from 
symptoms 
of 
the disease from four to eight years 
in 34 pei* cent. All of the cases upon 
which 
operations 
were 
performed 
were those in which death, oi .it th< 
best nival ids for a period of years, 
was to be »xpected. 
Dr. Archibald warned against em­ 
ploying the operation in cases of the 
very virulent type, where the body 
did not show a tendency to develop a 
strnog resistance, saying that opera­ 
tions in such cases tended to 
make 
the disease worse. In these cases he 
advised injecting «dr into the 
body 
next to the lung to 
compress them 
temporarily, claiming good results in 
some cases.

Arctic ocean. 
Amundsen’s first 
drifting exploit 
was in the Gjoa to make the west­

he went to the other end of the earth,

*' stress of St. John’s, the last days 
f Gen. Richard Montgomery’s march 
upon Montreal were as proptioius as 
i hose which had gone before. 
1 hus, 
o n November 13, 1775, as the crown- 
g cap to his whole expedition, Gen­ 
eral Montgomery took one of the two 
most important strongholds of Can­ 
ada, and Montreal fell into the hands 
of the patriots. 
On the night preeed- 
■■g the surrender, or November 
12, 
Governor Guy Carleton and his 
en­ 
tile force abandoned Montreal 
and 
started to escape to Quebec in their 
i ■-hips. 
Anxious 
to 
intercept 
this 
flight, General Montgomery sent Col. 
Easton with troops 
down 
the 
St. 
i uwrence to Sorel, a distance of for­ 
ty miles, and there 
Carleton’s fleet 
was forced to surrender. 
Even Montgomery had not dared to 
¡hope for the rich largesse which fell 
‘into his hands with his capture, and

Americans, however, was the escape 
j of Carleton himself, who, the

Had this one man not escaped, the 
histories of the United States 
and 
Canada might easily have been very 
!different reading from what they are 
today. 
Hoping for the speedy sur- 
j render of Quebec, General Montgom­ 
e r y offered the Canadians an oppor- 
jtunit yto stand for the new freedom 
and to reform their laws. To back up 
this offer and prove the good will and 


interest which the colonies had 
to­ 
ward their neighbors beyond the St. 
Lawrence, he requested thm to choose 
at the earliest possible time “faith­ 
ful representative to sit in the Con­ 
tinental Congress and make a part of 
the union”. 
Only one man escaped,

MISSOURI’S 
RURAL SCHOOLS 


State Superintendent 
Charles 
A. 
Lee reports that last year 1668 coun­ 
try schools in Missouri had less than 
t ight months of teaching, and 
some 
had only two months. Trained teach­ 
ers in these districts are practically 
non-existent. 
In many of them log 
school houses, built 
three-score 
or 
more years ago, are still in use, their 
equipment limited to a map or 
two, 
and a few' obsolete textbooks. These 
conditions usually are found in dis­ 
tricts remote from oities and off the 
railways and main highways. 
They 
are not always the result of poverty. 


School levies in some of the weaith 
ier counties of the State are not 
n 
large by half as in some of the pool 
er counties. 
A bill prepared by M; 
Lee, embodying several features 
« 
the county unit law, defeated by r 
ferendum some years ago, is to 
b 
submitted to the next Legislature. I 
differs from that law, however, in th 
essential respect th at it provides f( 
local school boards, omission of whic* 
from the unit law made it unpopula 
in the rural districts and more 
tha 
any other feautre, no doubt, contrih 
uted to its rejection at the polls. Th 
Lee bill calls 
for 
consolidation o 
more than 9000 school districts of th 
State into about 
2000, 
or 
perhap 
even fewer. 
Each of these district 
will have its local board. 
The mea« 
ure assumes it the duty of the Stat 
to aid such of the new districts 
a 
would be unable to provide the bettc 
type of 
schools 
contemplated.—S
